shall be able lo accomplish results 

Impossible to be brought about by 
individual effort, The association 
will make a special study of the 

needs of schools for the deal, and 

will endeavor to secure to them the 
tilings necessary to the greatest 
efficiency in their work, it will 
brine together parents and teachers 
having a common interest in the 
pupils, and by establishing a better 
understanding between them, it 
will promote harmony and good 
will, and advance I he cause of the 
cducal ion of I he deal . 

"On the ."id day of August, 
1894, ai the suggestion of the Prln 

Oipal Of the Horace Ma'Hl School, a 

number of parents of deaf children 

met al Ihe school building ill bos 
ton, (<■>' the purpose of forming an 
association in Ihe Interests of deaf 
children, having special reference 

to the pupils of I hat school. There 

were also present the Principal of 
tMe school and a gentleman who is 
very much interested in all matters 
relating to the instruct Ion of deaf 
children. The subject which had 
brought ihe.se persons together was 

considered. The needs of deaf 
children in mallets of education 
were explained; and many ways
